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when four are required to carry out the plan, I have 
chosen the sides of the nail to remedy the deficiency. 
This, as well as the periods 1600 A.D., 1700 A.D.9 
and 1800. A.D., will be better understood by refer- 
ring to the Hand, 

The position of the periods must be first learned, 
then the dates in round numbers, as marked in the 
Diagram ; after which, the facts connected with the 
dates. Let this be known perfectly before any thing 
else be attempted, as it is the foundation of the 
work ; after which, the teacher may tell them the 
true date. 

Another plan will be found extremely usefbl, viz. 
that of requiring the pupils to tell the teacher erenfo 
which happened near any of the periods (within ten 
or fifteen years) set down in this Chkonologt.
